PRODUCTION CYCLE of geothermal steam begins 
when rain water penetrates the crust and 
reaches heat rising from the molten core 
of the earth. The rising hot water moves 
through fractures and may emerge at the 
ground surface as "dry" or "wet" steam, 

or as hot water. The steam source ts thus 
recharged. If it ts extensively tapped 
and steam escape ts accelerated, areas 

may be exhausted after several years of 
use. It ts expected that after a "rest," 
an area would be recharged sufficiently 
for production to be restored. A common 
theory is that the heat at the center of 
the earth results from the decay of 
radtoactive materials.

‘*Normally in law 
enforcement before an agent can 
enter the premises he must have 
a warrant issued showing

considered innocent until proven 
guilty. OSHA is the opposite. 
The employer’s only recourse is 
to attempt to prove himself 
innocent. . 

“After a business is finished 
off by government taxes and 
OSHA, his employees are added 
to the unemployed list. It has 
always been to the employer’s 
gain if his place of business is 
safe and healthful. Fewer 
accidents mean fewer days of 
work lost which equals more 
profit.

“We need a full time 
representative, one who is 
present when the votes are cast.

‘‘Enactment of legislation 
concerning unionization of farm 
labor, I fear, would put farmers 
in the jaws of a pincer; big 
government on one side and big 
labor on the other. Instead, treat 
riot, arson, vandalism, 
trespassing, and all other tactics 
of the so-called labor organizer 
as the premeditated crimes and 
civil disorders that they are, and 
prosecute to the full extent of 
the law. 

ENERGY CRISIS 

‘““Consider shortage of 
petroleum. as a strike by oil 
companies to get price increase. 
Of course without price 
controls, those companies just 
raise prices. But maybe the oil 
companies and government 
collaborated; with the oil 
company still to get the price 
raise and government to get 
more control over the people. 
Crisis is always followed by 
more government.

It’s Happening In 
SPRINGVILLE 


By Carolyn J. Giddings 


Friday, February 15, Tulare 
County Sheriff's officers 
received word from officials at 
Clemmie Gill Scicon School that 
they had unearthed what 
< cash to be human remains. 
Sheriff's Deputy Frank Wittich 
and Lt. Joe Teller found to their 
relief, the human bones to be 
very old. In fact, the age of the 
bones is placed between 500 and 
5,000 years - this according to a 
_-man of thirty years experience 
as a coroner. 

A retaining wall is being built 
behind the trailer belonging to 


he was uncovering what 
appeared to be- an_ intact 
skeleton. He--moved very 
carefully, using a brush and it 
was the head and upper portion 
of a human body. 

A common fallacy is the 
belief that a skeleton which has 
been buried for hundreds of 
years can be taken up intact - 
this is not the case as the 
cartilage and connective tissue 
between the joints decomposes, 
leaving a disjointed series of 
bones. A skeleton, the age of 
this one, quickly turns to 
powder or crumbles when 
exposed to sunlight and has lost 
its earthly support. This is 
exactly what happened at 
Scicon. Consequently, there is 
very little to be seen by anyone 
other than those of archeological 
backgrounds. 


Charles Rich of Scicon and the 
work is being done by hand. 
During the excavation they had 
run across a great many bones 
but it was not until late 
Thursday that one of the 
students suddenly realized that 


The area was literally filled 
with bones and is not a burial 
ground in the sense of the ususal 
Indian burial grounds, as it is not 
marked and the bodies were not 
buried in the usual Indian 
fashion - which was. sitting 
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upright in the fetal position. 

These bodies had been 
thrown willy-nilly into a 
communal hole, leading Scicon 
officials and Sheriffs’ officers to 
believe that there must have 
been either an epidemic at one 
time or possibly a great battle. If 
an epidemic, these persons were 
probably disposed of in this 
manner because their peers were 
afraid to handle their bodies any 
more than necessary, or what 
makes more sense to me, these 
were the slain of an enemy tribe 
and they were just dumped 
together and covered over. The 
teeth are very worn - thus the 
belief that these were Indians. 

The Indians ground their 
acorns in granite pot-holes and 
part of the granite wound up in 
their acorn mush causing great 
wearing of the teeth. The teeth 
look like a wedge after hard 
sledge-hammer use. The life 
expectancy of the Indians of the 
past was very short - thirty years 
in most cases, so the wearing 
down of the teeth had to be 
from external causes. 

Scicon officials say they have 
run across several Indian burial 
grounds and would never touch 
them as they believe such an 
area is consecrated and also has 
great historical value. The area 
of Scicon is rich in Indian sign - 
pot-holes and relics and sadly 
enough Scicon does not have a 
museum to house some of their 
finds. Hopefully, they will have, 
some day soon.

NEW LEFT LANE LAW 
FOR CAMPERS AND 
HOUSECARS 


PORTERNIUE Es: = 
“‘Housecars and campers, 80 or 
more inches wide, are prohibited 
from driving in the left lane of 
freeways with three or more 
lanes in one direction,” 
Lieutenant Jack Thompson, 
commander of the California 
Highway Patrol’s Porterville area 
said. 

“Many housecar and camper 
drivers appear to be unaware of 
the new law which became 
effective January 1, so 
enforcement presently takes the 
form of warnings,” Thompson 
said. He added that violators will 
be cited beginning about April 1. 

Purpose of the law is to 
eliminate visibility impairments 
and potential left-lane snarls. 
Housecar and camper silhouettes 
often block the view ahead and 
these vehicles tend to impede 
faster moving traffic, Thompson 
said. 

He also pointed out that any 
vehicle moving slower than the 
normal flow of traffic has the 
additional requirement of 
driving in the right lane or as 
close to the right hand edge of 
the road as practical. This law 
applies on any roadway; the new 
law refers only to freeways with 
three or more lanes in one 
direction.
